2. ‘The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of descrip- 
tion, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are 
to be for a single article even though more than one article is included under a 
numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a ‘‘Lot”’ then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoffer and resell the article in dispute.

He first served in 
the Prussian Army, but in 1736 visited Russia and was granted a commission as 
Captain in the Petersburg Regiment of Guards. Later he once more entered the 
service of the King of Prussia and accompanied him on the campaign of 1745. The 
King made him his aide-de-camp and took him to Saxony, where he appointed him 
Governor of Zitau, at which time the pistols were probably presented by him to the 
Saxon monarch. Von Manstein was killed in the campaign of 1757.

And by the generosity of God we succeed; (on 
right gauntlet) Throw your lance and help the Governor from whom you are 
sent!; (on the left gauntlet) God is great! All for God!; (on the right knee) 
God saves us from bitter adversity. God deliver us from defeat.” This is one of 
the finest Oriental equestrian suits of armor to appear at public sale in many 
years; a harness as complete as this is extremely difficult to obtain.
